Local MP continues campaign 
to dual busy Somerset roads 


LOCAL MP David Laws met with Cheif Secretary 
to the Treasury, Danny Alexander, to continue his 
campaign for improvements to the A303 and A3 5 8 
in Somerset, ahead of the Autumn Statement which 
will be delivered by the Chancellor in a little over a 
month’s time. 

Mr Laws, the Liberal Democrat MP for the Yeovil 
constituency, has strongly backed the campaign to 
dual the A303 east of the Blackdown Hills ever since 
he was elected as the local MP in 2001, and during 
that time he has also called for dualling of the stretch 
of the A358 leading up to the M5 from Ilminster. 

The stretch of road near Stonehenge has served to 
hold back improvements plans in the past, but Mr 
Laws this week welcomed the news that both English 
Heritage and the National Trust had indicated their 
agreed support for the development of a business 
case for a twin bored tunnel of between 2.5km and 
2.9km on the stretch of the A303, which passes 
Stonehenge. 

The Transport Secretary, Patrick McLoughlin MP, 
wrote to Mr Laws last week setting out the basis of 
their agreement. In his letter, the Secretary of State 
described it as “an important milestone in reaching a 
successful outcome from the study work”. 

Last month, Mr Laws met with the Transport Sec¬ 
retary to talk about the feasibility study which is 
looking at a range of proposals to tackle the problems 
faced by motorists using the A303/A30/A358 corri¬ 
dor. 

Commenting, Mr Laws said: “I met with Danny 


Alexander in order to 
highlight the incredibly 
frustrating problems 
which motorists come up 
against when using the 
A303. Anybody who has 
used the road knows how 
often traffic jams and se¬ 
vere delays impact on 
journey times. It really is 
time that we tackled this 
and put in place a costed 
plan to dual the entire 
length of the road east of 
the Blackdown Hills. 

“I have been cam¬ 
paigning for the road to 
be dualled for well over 10 years now and I very 
much hope that we will finally receive some good 
news in the Autumn Statement later this year. We 
also need to dual the A358 from Ilminster to the M5. 

“The other two major parties have completely 
failed when it comes to improving the A303 and the 
A358. The Conservatives got nowhere and made 
matters worse by building the infamous Ilminster by¬ 
pass during the Margaret Thatcher and John Major 
years, but with only one lane each way and with a 
poor quality and noisy road surface. Labour prom¬ 
ised a lot under Tony Blair and Gordon Brown. How¬ 
ever, after two years and no sign of work they gave 
up on the principle all together.”

A second chance to 
apply for local grants 

A NUMBER of grant awards under the Com¬ 
munity Development Fund were approved by 
Chard Town Council at its full council meeting 
in October. 

There is still funding available and it has 
therefore been agreed to have a second round 
of grant funding. 

The fund seeks to help voluntary and commu¬ 
nity groups and charitable organisations in the 
town to set up new projects or enhance their 
current activities or facilities. The first round of 
funding has seen a variety of applications and, 
so far, grants have been awarded to nine local 
groups.

The maximum amount available for each ap¬ 
plication is £1,000 with no minimum limit. Ap¬ 
plicants will be expected to match-fund 25 per 
cent of the project costs with their own re¬ 
sources and supply financial statements and es¬ 
timates where appropriate in accordance with 
the terms of the application. 

The closing date for the second phase of fund¬ 
ing is Wednesday, December 31st and applica¬ 
tion forms are available to download from the 
council’s website www.chard.gov.uk or by con¬ 
tacting the council on 01460 239567. 

Organisations that have already been finan¬ 
cially supported by the council in this financial 
year will not be eligible to apply again. 


MP joins campaign 
against bank closure 

LOCAL MP david Laws has expressed concern 
followed news that the NatWest branch in 
South Petherton is to close on Hanuary 20th 
2015. 

Mr Laws, the Liberal Democrat MP for the 
Yeovil constituency, has this week written to 
Ross McEwan, NatWest's chief executive, to 
outline his concerns and to ask him to look 
closely at the proposals. Residents and busi¬ 
nesses in South Petherton have also started a 
petition against the planned branch closure, 
which is attracting considerable support in the 
village and the surrounding area. 

Mr Laws said; "The NatWest bank in South 
Petherton provides vital services for residents 
and businesses alike, some of whom rely on it 
on an everyday basis. 

"I am very concerned at the plans to close the 
branch and I know that many of the residents 
in the village are also worried about the impact 
this closure will have because a number of 
them have taken the time to get in touch with 
me. 

"I have written to NatWest's chief executive 
outlining our concerns and I very much hope 
that he will look at the proposals closely over 
the next few months."

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Feme urgentiy seeking new 
home for Inseparabie'dogs 


FERNE Animal Sanctuary is deperately looking for 
a new home for two inseparable dogs currently living 
at the charity’s headquarter in Wambrook, near 
Chard. 

Due to doggie pals Lola and Sherman becoming 
depressed, the sanctuary is urgently appealing for a 
new owner and is willing to cover all veterinary 
costs, vaccinations, worming and flea treatments that 
will be needed for the rest of the dogs’ lives as an in¬ 
centive.

They would 
not need long walks if they had enough land avail¬ 
able. They are house-trained, not destructive and are 
fine travelling in the car.

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WWI research links school to Belgian family 



WHILE researching the First World 
War for their history and ICT lessons, 
Year 5 and 6 pupils came across a story 
which links Chard School to the former 
mayor of Belgian village Burst. 

The students found an enquiry on the 
Somerset Remembers website - a pho¬ 
tograph dated 1915 of boys in distinc¬ 
tive shirts and a question asking if 
anyone recognised the Somerset school. 

The pupils looked into the school 
archives and found the very same photo 
on the wall of one of the school rooms. 
Thanks to Derrick Warren’s “History of 
Chard School”, the backdrop od the 
photo could clearly be seen in other 
photos of the school, with most of these 
building having long since disappeared. 

The Belgian historian researching the 
photo, Walter de Swaef, was pleased to 
receive an answer to his enquiry and 
sent the students the story of one of the 



former Chard School pupils, Charles 
Dooreman, pictured in the photo. 

The Dooreman family lived in Burst, 
a small village in Flanders, Belgium, 
where they had a farm, windmill and 
brewery. Leopold Dooreman had been 
mayor of the village since 1889. He had 
three children, a son that died soon after 
birth, a daughter and a second son, 
Charles. 

On August 4th 1914, the Germans in¬ 
vaded Belgium and on October 12th 
1914, they entered Burst where they 
stayed until November 11th 1918. 

Mr Dooreman’s life was in danger so 
he left for Ostend, where his wife and 
children had been on holiday. In Os¬ 
tend, he established that his wife had 
left for England and Mr Dooreman de¬ 
cided that he would take the last boat to 
join her. 

In December 1914, the family moved 
to Chard. Dooreman decided that his 
son should learn English so he was en¬ 
rolled as a pupil of Chard School. Al¬ 
though he was 15 years old, he was in a 
class of 11 to 12-year-old boys so it is 
clear to see him in the photo, as he was 
much taller than the other boys. 

In 1916, Charles volunteered for the 
Belgian army and, after training in 
France, fought at the front in Flanders 
Fields until the end of the war. Accord¬ 
ing to his surviving children, he was 
nearly killed in the trenches when, in 
May 1918, his unit was bombarded at 
Oostkerke. One of his comrades died 
and three severely wounded. 

After the war, the family returned to 
Belgium and Charles followed his fa¬ 
ther into the liquor trade and eventually 
became Mayor of Burst. 

Chard School has lived through many 
wars in its long and illustrious history 
with large numbers of its pupils taking 


part in active service. Many of the faces 
in the historic school photographs have 
long since gone but, with the help of 
technology, the story of one young man 
in 1915 has become very much alive for 
the current students. 


Charles Dooreman is recorded on 
Chard School’s Remembrance plaque 
and will be remembered at a special Re¬ 
membrance service at the school on 
November 11th.

Participants will have access to the existing re¬ 
sources and expertise within the WATCFI Proj¬ 
ect, which aims to reach out and engage with 
isolated adults in need of support.

The encouragement it provides should 
help people who have been isolated due to ill- 
health feel more included in their communities, 
and give them a more positive outlook on their 
journey back to work."

Cash injection for early years providers 


You won't get thanks, but you'll save a life 


G iving to the water Survival 
Box appeal is probably the 
most selfless thing that you 
can do and the hardest to under¬ 
stand. 

It is the ultimate in altruism, giv¬ 
ing money to help keep alive a 
family whom you will never know 
and who have no way of ever 
thanking you. 

Your name will never go on a roll 
of honour, you won't get a Christ¬ 
mas card, you can't phone up to 
ask "how it's going?" and nobody 
will ever know that you donated. 

And not only that, you will be 
giving to help people who don't 
actually need your help yet - be¬ 
cause the disaster you will be 
helping them to survive has not 
even happened. 

It's like blind fostering a family 
for the future, "giving in the dark", 
charity on tick. 

It's a tough call to make the big 
ask for the Water Survival Box pre¬ 
cisely because of that, the essen¬ 
tially prescient nature of its role. 

When a tsunami takes out Thai¬ 
land and the BBC is beaming 
footage of bloated bodies floating 
in the brown water, then giving is 
easy. When mothers made of rag- 
clad bones are shown on the news 
from Africa with a stick-insect 
child dying on the dried, shrunken 
breast, it's the stuff of nothing to 
get the cheque book out. 

But when you're asking for help 
in advance, help for what you 
don't at the moment know needs 
helping, then it's hard. 

Which is probably why most 
people have never heard of Water 
Survival Box. They're not up there 
with the Save The Children, 


Oxfam, the Red Cross or any of the 
UK's other massive charities 
whose turnover would put a 
major company to shame. 

Water Survival Box doesn't have 
fab London offices, they don't 
have regional reps with company 
cars, swanky PRs on expense ac¬ 
counts and chief executives 
whose vast salaries make the likes 
of me cynically question the 
whole charity bit. 

Instead, Water Survival Box 
works out of a nondescript garage 
on a business park on the back 
roads of a nondescript town. 
There is absolutely nothing flash 
about this lot; they are the beige 
lino of the charity world. 

But what they do is miraculous 
and they make miracles with just 
a box. 

Now even the most artful of 
publicists can't construct a dona¬ 
tion-prompting sob story around 
a box. 

There's nothing dramatic, super- 
sexily-alarming,"rm Michael Buerk 
reporting from the sea of famine 
in Ethiopia"about a box. 

But here's the thing about the 
Water Survival Box, it maintains 
life. Like doctors do, like hospitals 
do, but this is a box doing it. 

When a natural disaster happens 

- and believe me, they are going 
to happen (the increase in hurri¬ 
canes alone since we started 
messing up the planet is alarming) 

- what happens is that the flood, 
drought, tsunami or earthquake 
almost always first takes out the 
supply of clean water. 

There may be millions of gallons 
of water flooding about disaster 
zones, but you can't drink it be¬ 
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cause it is contaminated with the 
bodies of people and animals and 
it will kill you. 

So to survive, you need clean 
water. Without clean water, you'll 
be dead in seven days, ten max. 

What the little Water Survival 
Box does is purify killer water. It 
turns water that will give you ty¬ 
phus and cholera and dysentery 
into that which gives you life. And 
one box will work to give clean 
water and life to a family for a year. 

Now, if there was any collective 
intelligence in the world there 
would be Water Survival Boxes al¬ 
ready in place all over the planet 
in those regions where natural dis¬ 
asters are most likely to occur; 
sub-Saharan Africa, the coasts of 
India and Pakistan, for instance. If 
we were bright, every home 
everywhere would have a Water 
Survival Box. 

But we're not bright. When it 
comes to humanity looking after 
all of our selves - as opposed to 
looking after ourself - we are as 
thick as the greatest dunce that 
has ever been. We know there's 
going to be natural disasters 
ahead, but we like to ignore that, 
to put it out of our minds as unim¬ 
portant compared to the greater 
priority of hooking up to superfast 
broadband in order to gorge more 
rapidly on some vapid new re¬ 
lease from a Hollywood studio.

But fortunately in the town of 
Midsomer Norton, there's a bunch 
of volunteers who aren't so thick. 
They, the small team of Water Sur¬ 
vival Box, worked out that when a 
natural disaster strikes the biggest 
block to saving life is time. 

Work it out yourself - Typhoon 
Haiyan flattens the Philippines, 
four million people are left with¬ 
out water and it gets on the news 
the next day, that's day two of no 
water. 

So somebody worthy launches 
an appeal, films and edits the ap¬ 
peal video, that's day three. The 
next day, four, if you're lucky, the 
appeal will get on the BBC News. 
The next day, five, your cheque is 
in the post. The day after that, six, 
the charity banks it. 

Putting aside for one moment 
the wicked way in which banks 
still claim the four working days it 
takes for a cheque to clear - when 
we know in these days of instant 
money transfer that the claim is a 
self-funding lie - we're already on 
the sixth day and the charity 
hasn't been able to use your 
money for emergency rescue yet. 
Day six of the seven it takes to die 
without water. 

You get the picture. 

But what Water Survival Box (in¬ 
telligently) does is stock up. They 
amass as many life-sustaining 
boxes as they can afford upfront 
of disasters that haven't hap¬ 
pened yet, so that when it hap¬ 
pens (and it will) they don't have 
to play race the clock with peo¬ 
ple's lives, they can get the boxes 


straight out there. 

It costs £150 to fit out each box 
with the water purifier, cooking 
and eating utensils, basic means 
of shelter and the other essentials 
that you need when a natural dis¬ 
aster has robbed you of every¬ 
thing. That box will keep a family 
of four alive for a year - at a cost of 
41 p per day or 1 Op per person per 


day. Can you give 1 Op a day for a 
year to keep another human 
being alive, knowing that they can 
and will neverthankyouforit? Do 
you have that sort of heart? If you 
do, visit the www.worldwater 
works.org

lose everything apart from your 
kindness, thank you.

If you prefer to heat Just your living room during the 
day, to keep you warm through the night try 
heating your bedroom Just before you go to sleep. 

HOT MEALS: One hot meal a day, and hot drinks 
throughout the day can help to keep you warm. 
Eating nutritious food regularly can help to keep up 
your energy levels and support your immune 
system in the cold weather. 

Commenting, Ross Perkins Managing Director 
of Bluebird Care (South Somerset) said: 

"WE love to talk about the weather in this country, 
but we are often unaware of the real threat to 
life that our winters can cause for older and 
vulnerable people.

Mince Pies 

This crumbly, fruity mince pie recipe is a 
Christmas classic. Serve warm with lashings 
of brandy butter. 





Ingredients 

• 350g/i2oz high quality mincemeat, 
preferably homemade 

. 200g/7oz plain flour, sifted 

. 40g/iV20z golden caster sugar 

• 75g/23/4oz ground almonds 

. i25g/4V20z unsalted butter, diced 

. 1 large free-range egg, beaten 

. milk, to glaze 

Preparation method 

1 . Lightly butter a i 2 -hole pie or patty tin. Tip 
the mincemeat into a bowl and stir so that 
the liquid is evenly distributed. 

2 . Place the flour, sugar, almonds and butter in 
a food processor and process briefly until 
resembling breadcrumbs, then slowly add 
the egg through the feeder tube. (Or rub the 
butter into the dry ingredients by hand and 
stir in the egg.) 

3. Bring the mixture together with your hands, 
wrap in clingfilm and chill for an hour or so. 
Thinly roll out the pastry on a floured sur 
face. Cut out 12 circles with a fluted pastry 
cutter, large enough to fill the base of the pre 
pared tin. Press gently into each hole, then 
fill with the mincemeat. 

4. Cut out another 12 slightly smaller discs and 
use to cover the mincemeat. Press the edges 
together to seal. Make a small slit in the top 
of each, then brush lightly with milk. Chill for 
about 30 minutes. Meanwhile, pre heat the 
oven to 200 C/ 400 F/Gas 6 . 

5 . Bake the pies for 20 minutes until golden 
brown.Remove to a wire rack and serve 
warm.

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Are they finally getting to grips with grappling? 


M HY it hasn't happened before I do 
not know, but it looks like at last 
the authorities are at least being 
made aware of one of the most obvious of¬ 
fences of foul play; grappling, holding, 
blocking, or downright wrestling. 

This followed the double headlocks of 
Manchester United's Chris Smalling and 
Marcos Rojo on Chelsea's Branislav Ivanovic 
and John Terry respectively at the same 
corner during Sunday's game. 

This act of illegal restraint has been going 
on for years, but only now have the author¬ 
ities woken up to it and thinking about 
stopping what is just about the most bla¬ 
tant foul in football. 

I have been banging on about this for 
years. It started initially with shirt pulling 
which referees appeared to accept, partic¬ 
ularly as the offended decided to retaliate 
by holding the offender, which I guess the 


ref decided was fair play. 

That has escalated to full body contact 
with the result it looks like Saturday after¬ 
noon wrestling with Jackie Pallo and Mick 
McManus going at each other. 

It appears to get worse higher up the 
pyramid and the greater need to succeed 
as the obscene amount of money thrown 
at clubs by television companies increases. 

I witnessed this at first hand last season. 
Although some of these tricks were seen 
occasionally in League One, Yeovil's year in 
the Championship was an eye opener. 

It started on the first day of the season 
with the biggest offenders of the lot, Birm¬ 
ingham City. 

From the first whistle, they were cajoling, 
pushing, pulling, bear hugging, you name 
it; not just in the penalty area, but all over 
the pitch; and probably why I feel no sym¬ 
pathy for the Blues current situation at the

bottom of the league having just been 
thumped 8-0 by Bournemouth. 

Of course it isn't entirely the players fault; 
the referees are in control of the game and 
whilst they and their assistants can't have 
eyes in the back of their heads, they turn a 
blind eye to most of what is going on. 

If they were to referee the game in line 
with the rules of the game, and have the 
guts to call the fouls it would soon stop, but 
of course you have to ensure all referees 
are consistent, and this is another problem. 

Going back to my playing days in the 60s 
and 70s, and of course remembering it was 
only junior football, but we all had the 
greatest respect for a referee called Doug 


Pomeroy. A small man who was very 
friendly off the pitch, he had total control 
of the game, and you knew not to mess 
with Doug! 

He didn't miss a thing, blowing his whis¬ 
tle and pointing to the exact spot where 
the offence took place. You try and gain a 
foot even, and he would blow again and 
keep pointing at the spot. 

You soon learned to respect him and 
once you knew him you did not try to take 
advantage, and the game was better for it. 

I also question why the FA, Football 
League or Referees Association have ig¬ 
nored the growing trend. 

The laws of the game clearly state that a 
direct free-kick should be awarded "follow¬ 
ing offences in a manner considered by the 
referee to be careless, reckless or using ex¬ 
cessive force" which covers most of the of¬ 
fences I have mentioned, and that, "a 


penalty is awarded if an offence is commit¬ 
ted by a player inside his own penalty area, 
irrespective of the position of the ball, pro¬ 
vided it is in play." 

Seems pretty clear to me! 

However if the referees are not willing, or 
capable of carrying out the law, and the as¬ 
sessors not marking down officials for not 
calling it, then what chance is there for the 
problem to be eradicated. 

The players will continue to do it until 
someone stops them, and at the moment 
that doesn't look likely. 

I suspect some referees know the rules 
but are worried that the clubs will mark 
them down and they will be dropped. 

The Daily Mail has just launched a cam¬ 
paign called "Hands off in the box" which 
time will tell if it will get backing, but let's 
look at stopping it all over the field, and 
clean up the game!
